A VOTE TO GE SORUTINIZED. 

In tho Honeo on the 4th inst, Mr. Wilson, 
of Iowa, reported from the Judiciary Commit- 
teo a substitute for House bill No. 371 declar- 
ing traitors ineligible to offico undor the Gov- 
ernment. This bill (as reported and acted on) 
substantially provides 

“That any person olected or appotated to any office of 
honor or profit under the Government of tho United States, 
either in tho clvil, military, or pnaval department, eball, before 
entoring on tho duties of such office, and before being entitled 
tony of tho salary or other emoluments thorcef, take snd 
snbecribe on oath that bo had never yoluntarily borne arma 
agaloat the Government of the United tea since bo bad 
been a citizen thereof; had voluntari eu no aid, counte- 
wauce, councel, or encouragement to persone engaged infarined 
hoatllity thereto; had never eought or accepted or attempted 
to exercise the functions of any office whatever under any 
anthority or pretended authority in hostility to the Govern: 
sent of tho United States; tbat ho had neither yolontarlly 
renouneed his allegiance to the Government of tho United 
States nor ylelded a voluntary aupport to avy protended gov 
orament, authority, power, or conalitation liostlle or ixlunieal 
thoroto; that be will support and defend the Covetitution and 
Government of tho United States and all laws made in parea- 
ance thereof, ogainet all enemies, foreign or dowestio; bear true 
folth and allegiance to tho sume; that he takes the obligation 
without avy montal reservation or evasion; and that he will 
well and faithfully discharge tho dat feo of the offica on which 
ho faabout toenter. ‘This oath la to bo proservod among the 
House of Congtoss, or Department to which 
co may appertain; and any person falsely taking nach 
oath shall be guilty of perjury, end on conviction thereof 
shall, {a addition to the penaltiea now prescribed, bo deprived 
of his office, and’ rendered incapable. forever thereafter of 
holding any office under the Government of the United Statos."" 
This bill was opposed by Mr. Phelps of 
Missouri ns aflording “no opportunity for re- 
co"—ineaning that it proposes no pay 
repentonce. He further objected that 
many clerks of courts, magistrates, &c., in 
tho seceded States, lad remained in office 
under Confederate rule without thereby intond- 
ing to indorse or aid tho Robel cause—some 
of them at heart for the Union. It appeared 
that its material provisions had been prepared 
by Mr, Maynard of Tonncseee—a Border-Stato 
slayeholder, Tho Previous Question was final- 
ly ordered upon it—62 to 46—ond the Main 
Question ordered.

THE AMERICAN CHURCHES AND 
SLAVERY, 

The proceedings of the ecclesiastical assem. 
blies of the currevt year show that, since the 
outbreak of the Robellion, the churches of 
America lave received goina now light upon 
tlio character of American Slavery. Thoso 
which have borne their testimony against 
Slavory before have done so this year more 
emphatically than evor, while others have this 
year raised their voices for the first timo 
against this great evil of tho country. On the 
whole, there is no doubt that tho progress of 
Anti-Slayery eontiment baa been more marked 
during the past yoor in tho ecclesiastical world 
than in tho political, 

Strongest of all is the utterance of the Re- 
formed Prosbyterian Church, which emphatic- 
ally repeated its traditional testimony that 
“the calamitios of this war must bo rogarded 
as a punishment of the American people for 
the ain of human oppression,” and which called 
on the President and Congress to “ pursue tho 
course of emancipation till liborty shall bo 
proclaimed throughout oll the land and to all 
tho inhabitants thereof.” Similar is the tenor 
of the resolutions passed by the General As- 
sembly of tho United Presbyterians, a body 
embracing 444 ministers and 57,000 communi- 
cants. ‘They refer to their testimony against 
Slavery as ‘a distinctive principle of their 
Church," and to dheit Church law, which 
“refusos to fellowship slavoholdors or tho 
abettors of Slavery.” One of their resolutions 
designates the abolition of Slavery as “ the 
true remedy for the evile which surround us, 
and threaten our National existence.” They 
SMT ATT afazanmie 2 
poe BE a es bebalf of emancipation, and 
to urgo on the President and the heads of Depart- 
ments the necessity of “taking immediate and 
effective mengures to this end.” 

Mony other ecclesiastical bodies, though not 
expressly censnring the nation for having so long 
tolerated Slavery, emphatically designate it as 
the primary cause of the rebellion, aud regard 
the present war as a providential opening for 
its abolition, The General Assembly of tho 
Now-School Presbyterians, one of the foremost 
religious deuominations of the country in num- 
bora, talent, and character, which embraces 
1,478. churches, with |134,960 communicants, 
and which, notwithstanding its Anti-Slavery 
charactor, counte still three Presbyteries in 
the Slavo States, passod with entire unanimity 
a resolution ‘*that this wholo insurrectionary 
movement can be traced to one primordial 
root, and only oxe—African Slavery, the love 
of if, and a determination to make it per- 
petual;" and that ‘overything, the institution 
of Slavery if need be, must be made to bend 
to the great purpoeo of restoring the Union.” 

Still more decisivo is the attitude of tho 
Mothodist Episcopal Churcb, Where Annual 
Conferoncea havo met in tha Northern Statee, 
and passed resolutions on the stato of the 
country, thoy have heartily: indorsed tho in- 
auuration of the emancipation policy of the 
Prpsident, and expressed thei: hope that with 
thé war Slavery also may eni, At the mect-

In the Old-School Presbyterian Church thera 
has been some reaction from the spirit of sub- 
sorviency to tho elayeholdera which has charac- 
terized the General Assomblios for mavy yeara, 
Threo of the weekly church papers—Tho Pres 
byter, of Cincinnati (the bravest of all), The 
Banner, of Pittsburg, and %he Standard, of 
Philadelphia—show more or loss opposition to 
Slavery, and one Pro-Slavery organ, The Pacific 
Expositor, of San Francisco, has become ox- 
tinct.

CLOSING A CONTROVERRY.

As now fully passed, the 
bill rends: 


“To the end that Freedom may 
be and remain forever the funda. 
mental law of the land in all places 
whatsoever, so far as it lies witbin 
the power. or depends upon the 
action of the Government of the 
United States tomake it so. then- 
fore ery wu, rau OM 


and after the passage of this act 


there shall be neither Slavery nor |fo 


involuntary servitude in any of 
the Territories of the United 
States now existing, or which may 
at any time hereutter be formed 
or acquired by the United States, 
otherwise than in punishment of 
crimes whereof the party shall 
have been duly convicted.” 


—This Dill needs only the signature of the 
President—which it will not neod long—to 
make it the law of tuo Land, It is not often 
that so much of that righteousnces which “ ex- 
alteth a nation” is embodied in a legislative 
act. * 

Had this act beon passed in 1784—when 
Mr. Jofferéon proposed one esseutially the eame 
—the fratrieidal war in which we are now in- 
volved would never have existed. There 
Would Lave been no rebellion in the country 
uring this century; for though ambitious and 
unprincipled men might have sought to foment 
one, the aliment of popular ignorance, blind 
credulity, and savage ferocity on which 
Treason now gloats, would have no where 
been found. One Hundred Thousand School- 
houses would by this time have existed 
in a rogion where there are not to-day Five 
Thousand. Industry, tho Useful Arts, Pro- 
duction, Commerce, would have been developed 
to an oxtent uow undroamed of. Missouri 
would bave bad tho wealth and population of 
Ohio, whilo Ankaneus, with her central position 
and genial climate, would have been ahead of 
Wisconsin, ‘ 

‘Tho past cannot be recalled. The sin that 
has been bears its fruit of present suffering 
and sacrifice, But here is for once an act 
that has not astrace of compromito or shuille 
in it. It we ts of the best days of 
the Republic. Champions of Freedom and 
Justice for All! thank God that you have 
lived to wee this day, and renew your faith in 
that Providenco which permits no geacrous 


effort to foil of its ultimate triumph! 


The letter from our North Carolioa corres.
